The tie!d!eman but recognUca 
the referendum only In the mutter ut 
franchises, while the Clark measure 
included the initiative and referendum 
for all legislation. 


The principal objections to tho Clark 


bill are that she mntnbers of council 
'would receive salaries, although not 
Eutllcieiit tn warrant able men devot- 
ing all of their time in the interests 
0£ the city, while the mayor becomes 
a member of the council without pow- 
er of appointment, thereby scattering 
responsibility nnti control, to a cer- 
tain extent, and fnilihf? to remedy one 
of the principal objections to the pros- 
ent form of government In boroughs. 
It Is claimed that this objection will 
not be satisfactorily overcome by plac- 
ing a councilman at the head ot eaci' 
department, ns his powers would bo 
virtually thns** held now by chulrmen 
of the various eouncllmnntc commit- 
tee".
